Charging that Professor S. A. Mer- 
chant, principal of the East Atlanta 
public school, has at various times 

ade indelicate remarks before the 
young girl pupils of his school, that he 
fe over severe in meting out punish- 
ment and that he is otherwise unfit for 
his position, about elghty residents of 
East Atlanta have signed a petition 
asking the board of education to re- 
move him. Professor Merchant denies 
the acousations emphatically and de- 
sires a thorough investigation by the 
board, The affair has created quite 
@ stir in the community of Bast Atlan- 
‘ta and it is probable that the trouble 
will not be settled until the board 
gives an official hearing to both sides 
and renders a decision, 

Asked Him to Resign. 

Professor Merchant's opponents, 
through emiséaries, sent to him about 
three weeks ago, gave him an oppor- 
tunity to retire without having the 
charges pressed against him. The pro- 
fessor, however, refused to take any 
notice of the affair until it should be 
brought to his attention officially by 
the superintendent or the board of 
education. He says that he has fiever 
geen a copy of the charges, but that 
the rumors that have come to his ears 
are absolutely untrue and based upon 
the exaggerated reports of disgruntled 
children. The agitation against him 
had its genesia, he believes, in certain 
causes which hr hopes to be able to 
expiain satisfactorily to the board. 
Professor Merchant explains the many 
names on the petition by stating that 
a large number of them are those of 
residents who are not patrons of the 
school, but people who have been un- 
fairly influenced against him, 

Some of the mothers claim that the 
principal has at several times made 
remarks which were totallv unfit for 
the ears of young girls, remarks which 
the mothers do not feel that they can 
repeat with propriety. It is stated 
that girl pupils have forwarded to the 
board written statements of the alleg- 
ed remarks of the principal. 

It* is further alleged that Professor 
Merchant has at times either directly 
er indirectly punished the puplls of the 
school with cruel severity and that in 
one case a boy was switched until the 
Blood trickled down his legs.

Premier Asquith States Plain- 
ly That Germany Will Not 
Be Allowed to Make Incur- 
sions Into Africa---Balfour 
Pledges Support of the Op- 
position to Premier Asquith. 


London, July 27.—The most pessi- 
mistic views regarding the acuteness 
of the Moroccan crisis were largely 
confimmed by the prime minister in 
the house of commons today, when 
with a manner as impressive as his 
words he read from a manuscript, 
which had been carefully prepared, a 
warning to ” Germany that Great 
Britain proposed to stand for what she 
considered her rights and to maintain 
the balance of power in Europe. 

Further testimony as to the gravity 
of the situation is given by the fact 
that the prime minister obviously had 
taken the leader of the opposition into 
the government’s confidence ang Mr. 
Balfour's declaration was no less firm 


than Mr. Asquith’s. 
Statement of the Premier. 

The prime minister’s “statement was 
couched in diplomatic, though no, re- 
assuring, language. At the véry open- 
ing he said: 

“It is obvious that ihis Moroccan 
question has reached a point at which 
it will bocem increasingly difficult, 
embarrassing and anxious unless a so- 
lution’ is found.” 

Later he said: 

“We thought it right from the be- 
ginnirg to make clear, that failing of 
a settlement such as I have indicated, 
we must become an active party in the 
discussion of the situation. That 
would be our right as a singatory to 
the treaty of Algeciras, as it might 
be our obligation under the terms of 
our agreement of 1904 with France. It 
might be our duty in defense of Brit- 
ish interests directly affected by fur- 
ther developments.” 


Balfour Backs Asquith. 


In promising the support of the op- 
position to the government, Mr. Bal- 


four said: 

“If there are any who supposed that 
would be wiped off the map of 
[{urope because we have our difficul- 
ties at home, it may be worth while 
saying that they bitterly mistake the 
temper o& the British people and the 
patriotism of the opposition.” 

Such plain speaking on a question 
fraught with possibilities of a great 
Kuropean war has not been heard in 
the British parliament in many years. 
The outcome of the situation appears 
to rest almost wholly on Germany’s 
shoulders. If, aS some German papers 
say, Germany has reached the stage of 
national development, where the neces- 
sities of her population demand that 
she branch out into foreign fields, and 
considers this vital to he national 
interests, and imposes conditions on 
France which Great Britain thinks 
threatens her vital interests, the only 
result, far as those best informed 
See it, will be the oft-threatened’ and 
long-averted European convulsion.

Washington, July 27.—Out of what 
had appeared to be a chaotic condi- 
tion in the senate, there suddenly 
arose today a coalition of democrats 
and insurgent republicans which 
bowled over the regular organization 
and passed a compromise bill for-the 
revision of the woolen tariff. by 4 
to 32. 

This new force in the senate united 
on a Material reduction of tariff du- 
ties all down the line, and, flushed 
with victory, tonight is threatening 
not only to enact the so-called house 
farmers free list bill into law next 
Tuesday, but to put through a cotton 
bill as well. The insurgents want the 
Sugar and steel s.. “s. included in 
the program. 

House Democrats Object, 

The house democratic leaders are 
not willing to accept the compromise 
bill as it passed the senate today, but 
they are More than willing to meet the 
senate conferees. Chairman Under- 
wood, of the house ways and means 
committee, declared tonight that al- 
though he would not agree to the bill 
as it passed the senate, that he did not 
think the house would agree to it, he 
expressed the belief that a bill satis- 
factory to both houses was more than 
likely to be agreed upon. 

This would put the wool issue up to 
President Taft, and there is much spec- 
ulation as to what his course would 
be. Mr. Taft would make no comment 
on the situation. While the president 
in the past has denounced the present 
woolen schedule of the Payne-Aldrich 
law as indefensible, there have been 
strong intimations from the whole 
house within the past few weeks that 
he would not hesitate to use the veto 
On any tariff schedules passed in ad- 
vance of reports from the tariff board. 

The assumption of power by the 
democratic-insurgent combination “to- 
day was the outgrowth of a similar 
coalition formed on June 21 to send 
the woolen bill to the finance commit- 
tee with instructions to report it back 
July 10. 

The Standpatters Show Resentment. 

The standpat senators then ad- 
mitted taht their control of the upper 
houSe of congress had been broken, 
and that they would no longer hola 
themseives responsible. The finance 
committee, shifting responsibility to 
the floor of the senate, reported the 
bill back advergely the next day.

Prisoner Scores Judge. 


Never in the history of local tribu- 
nals have the presiding judge and pros- 
ecutor been subjected to such an ex- 
coriation as that pronounced by Hen- 
wood, when asked what he had to say 
“why sentence should not be pronounc- 
ed.” 

He walked to the bench and began by 
Saying: 

“T come for sentence, but not for jus- 
tice, from a jail where for two months 
I have been surrounded by prisoners 
whose faces become blanched and who 
tremble with fear when they contem- 
plate coming to this court for trial so 
long as Judge Whitford sits in this di- 
vision.” 

Henwood characterized his treatment 
by the court and prosecutor as “perse- 
cution” and declared that his attorney 
had been “bound and gagged by rulings 
of the court,” and that his trial for the 
killing of George FE. Copeland had, in 
reality, been turned to a preliminary 
hearing of the divorce case of John W. 
Springer. 

The Judge Replies. 

Judge Whitford listened. attentively 
to the defendant. 

“I am not surprised,” said he, at your 
state of mind since you have been sur-~- 
rounded by all classes of prisoners, 
fourteen of whom I recently sent there. 

“T am of the opinion that the verdict 
of the jury in your case should have 
been first degree murder. I believe that 
you shot Von Phul because of jealousy 
over Mrs. Springer. But for some rea-

Practically Entire State Senate 
and Many Members of the 
House Take the Trip

Twenty Automobiles Required 
to Take Legislators Around

Upon invitation of Dr. J. W. Mayson, 
of DeKalb, senator from the thirty- 
fourth district, practically the entire 
state senate, an4 a number of members 
of the house, went out in twenty au- 
tomobiles yesterday afternoon from 
2:30 to 7 o’clock and inspected the va- 
rious sites which have been offered to 
the state for the erection of a new 
governor’s mansion. 

After they had been shown all the 
sites offered, they visited the home of 
Hon, J. M. Slaton, president of the sen- 
ate, where everyone, including sena- 
tors, real estate agents and newspaper 


and Mrs. Slaton. Following that came 
a delightful automobile ride out Pace’s 
ferry, Peachtree road and other prom- 
inent thoroughfares, 

The Sites Inspected. 

Very nearly 100 senators, real estate 
and newspaper men went on the pros- 
pecting trip. The first property vis- 
ited was that offered by the Respess 
Investment Company, at 442-444 and 
450 Peachtree street, which was off- 
ered at $600 per front foot. The site 
fronts Peachtree 220 feet and runs 
back 374 feet. The residences on this 
property are owned by Mrs. Matthew- 
son, W. L. Champion and D. OO. 
Dougherty, and are in a desirable lo- 

cation. 

The next site inspected was the J. 
W. English, Jr., home at 468 Peachtree 
street, offered by B. M. Grant & Son. 
This property was valued at $180,000, 
payable in terms to suit the state. It 
fronts Peachtree 200 feet and runs 
back 310 feet. The building is a mag- 
nificent structure, and is conveniently 
located. 

The next site was in Druid Hills, at 
the corner of Ponce de Leon avenue 
and Oakdale road.

It is planned that it shall do for young 
girls of this class what the state re- 
formatory is now doing for young 
boys who have developed a tendency 
toward crime.

the negro last year added 71,000 acres 
to his holdings in Georgia. He added 
$4,000,000 to the taxable values of his | 
propesjy. The negroes of Georgia own 
today 1,607,000 acres of land, vaiued at 
$10,000,000. -Including land, furniture, 
tools, stock and what not, the negroes 
of Georgia are paying taxes today 
upon $32,000,000 worth of property. In 
Fulton county, Georgia, the negroes 
pay taxes upon $1,665,000 worth of 
property, and tney added to their 
wealth in Fulton county last year te 
the extent of $169,000. These figures 
indicate two things. First, that the 
colored people in Georgia are not alto- 
gether burdens upon the state. They 
indicate, in the second place, that in 
the fundamental things of life in Geor- 
gia, that the white people are our 
friends. It would be impossible for 
us to have secured $32,000,000 worth of 
property within fortx-eizht years un- 
less we had in every community wuhaite 
friends who stood by us to guide, to 
help and to encourage us in the direc- 
tion of bettering our cohdition.

Hon. J. E. T. Bowden, of Waycross, 
was in Atlanta yesterday, and speak- 
ing to a Constitution reporter about 
the good roads movement in south- 
east Georgia, Mr. Bowden, who is an 
active qeveloper of that rapidly grow- 
ing part of Georgia, said: 

“With the completion of the bridge 
across the Altamaha between Appling 
and Toombs counties we will soon have 
opened straight from Augusta through 
Waycross to Jacksonville as fine a 
public highway as ia to be found 
any where. 

“From the Altamaha bridge there 
wil] be direct connection to Savannah, 
so that our part of the highway will 
become not only the main route be- 
tween Savannah and Jacksonville, but 
it will be the through route for travel 
to and from the east. From Baxley on 
toward Macon and Atlanta the co- 
operation of intervening counties will. 
complete the link between Atlanta and 
Jacksonville via Waycross. The work 
in which Ware and surrounding coun- 
ties are now’ engaged strikes the key- 
note, there, to the splendid system of 
good roads development now going on 
in that part of the state, for it means 
the building of what will become the 
main highway into Florida from the 
west and Atlanta and Macon as well 
as from Augusta and Savannah. 

“The movement for good roads in 
our section has been worked up by 
Mr. L. Volney Williams, editor of The 
Waycross Journal, and Dr. Gus Folks, 
father of the good roads movement in 
southeast Georgia. The proposed route 
has been gone over several times and 
among the obstacles were the bridge 
over the Altamaha river and the Nas- 
sau river in Nassau county. 

“When this road is completed it is 
estimated that it will shorten the road 
distance from New York to Jackson- 
ville 285 miles. The money has al)- 
ready been subscribed and work has 
already begun for the completion of 
the bridge across the Nassau river and 
the Altamaha bridge is now assured. 

“The greatest enthusiasm has been 
manifested by all the people along this 
route and nearly every county through 
which the road goes has either called 
for a bond issue or will call for one. 
Ware county will have an election on 
a $200,000 bond issue this fall. 

“The direct route from New York 
will be to Charlotte, N. C., to Colum- 
bia, 8. C., thence to Augusta, through 
Waynesboro on a direct line to Way- 
cross and over the St. Marys river into 
Florida. 

“This is the greatest movement that, 
south Georgia has ever put forward.. 
The Waycross committee has worked 
faithfully and earnestly and they feel 
very much agratifieq at the results 
that have been obtained this far.’’

LIBERTY’S ROW 
GOES TO COURT 


Whites Divided; Negroes Hold 
Balance of Power in 


Courthouse Question. 


Savannah, Ga., July 27.—(Special.}— 
It is promised now that the Liberty 
county courthouse row will find its 
way into the court. Solicitor General 
J. Norman returned from At- 
lanta today very much exercised over 
what the legislature is probably going 
to do. He says that the house com- 
mittee has acted favorably on the 
Parker bill, which was introduced to 
prevent the bullding or repairing of 
the present courthouse structure at 
Hinesville without proposed action be- 
ing first submitted to a vote of the 


people. 


Norman reiterates his belief in 
the unconstitutionality and injustice 
of such a measure. Mr. Norman de- 
clared that if this bill was enacted 
and made a law, necessitating the 
submission of the matter to the peo- 
ple of Liberty, it would result most 
certainly in a division of the white 
people and leave the opportunity open 
for the negroes to register and hold 
the balance of power in the county. 

He characterized it as a step back- 
ward, since it cannot be handled in 
a primary, but must be voted on In 
the general election and many negroes 
would have the chance to register ani 
vote for that action. Mr. Norman 
says that division among the whites 
would result in thus giving the negroes 
the power to say whether there should 
be repairs or no repairs, a new cour'- 
house or no new courthouse. 

He claims when the supreme court 
decides the matter of removing the 
courthouse it will remain just where 
it is, 

“Hinesville is the center of the 
county,” Mr. Norman said todiy, “and 
as it has not the population that Lu- 
dowic! has on account of the tile fac- 
tory at the latter place, it cannot have 
the voting strength Ludowic! has, and 
the only objection that is urged 
against leaving the courthouse at 
Hinesville is that we have no rallroad 
there. But we are going to have one 
and it will not be long in coming. If 
they move the courthouse from Hines- 
ville it will go out of the original 
part of Liberty county and into a see. 
tion that was formerly McIntosh.”

Deen, of Way- 
cross, Tells of Possibilities 
in Land Development.

[RAINS UNCOVER 


Columbus Youth Murdered 3 
Years Ago--Several Arrests 
Will Follow. 


Columbus, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)— 
A body found on Bridge island in the 


Columbus, has been identified as that 
of Tucker Davidson, a young man of 
the city. who disappeared mysterious- 
ly three years ago. 

When last seen he was fishing in 
the river and it was supposed that he 
was drowned. A scar on the arm, a

department of agriculture, following 
which the committee made a favorable 
report recommending that the bill be 
passed. 

Will Mean Increased Values. 

‘It was shown to the committee.” 
said Mr. Deen, “‘that Georgja has 2,709,- 
600 acres of wet and overflow land 
which, when drained, will be the best 
producing land in the state. Its value 
will quickly rise from $1 to $3 per acre 
to $25 to $50 and will bring the state 
a much greater revenue through taxa- 
tion. This land will provide homes 
and farms for thousends.of people, and 
its drainage will greatly improve the 
sanitary and health condition by 
eliminating the breeding grounds of 
mosquitoes and other germ bearing 
insects. 

“With the exception of ‘abeet half 
a dozen, all the states in the union 
have drainage laws under which much 
has been accomplished in the reclam- 
mation of swamp and overflow lands. 
At the present rate ef increase of 
population in Georgia, it will soon be 
necessary to make all tae suitable land 
in the state available for agriculture. 
Georgia has more ‘nan 4,000 square 
miles of land now needing drainage, 
and taking the drained lands in other 
states as a basis, the Georgia land 
when drained will soon increase in

W. Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard University, and one of the 
foremost students of the subject, in an article on “Better Municipal 
Government,” in which he says: . | 


Dimunition in the number of officers to be elected—that is a primary con- 
sideration in all municipal reform. 


It is true that authorities differ as to method, but there is 
no particular method which possesses a monopoly of well studied 
and thoughtfully considered opinion. 

The revised city charter as proposed by council, cutting the 
council in half and reducing each board membership from twelve 
to five, has been constructed upon the plan of diminution and con- 
centration designed to make a more effective business administra- 
tion of the city’s affairs. 3 

And yet it is not proposed to accept council’s revised charter 
as it stands. In the commission charter are many undoubted good 
features which can, unquestionably, be combined with the best pro- 
visions of the revised charter, and if further concentration be deemed 
necessary of advisable, to bring about thorough and effective busi- 
ness administration, there is no reason why it can not readily be had. 

The enthusiasts of both sides are asked only to join in an 
effort to reach a satisfactory and substantial compromise which 
would save Atlanta from the effects of dissension and turmoil. 

“Let’s have a row; it won’t hurt anything,” some say, and yet 
they would be among the foremost to decry even the suggestion of 
a prohibition fight because of disastrous consequences to the city. 
It is absurd to say that such a contest does a city no harm. 

Those who are contending so loudly that there is but one way 
to bring about business administration ignore the fact that no suc- 
cessful firm er corporation has ever brought about effective reor- 
ganization by internal dissensien and strife. “The city is a busi- 
ness corporation,” they declare; admitted, but where is the private 
firm or corporation that ever attempted reorganization on the basis 
of a row among its shareholders, and steered clear of the courts? 
To the private corporation dissension in reorganization means, as a 
rule, legal fatality. . Can the public corporation, the municipality, 
which attempts tevision’ under like circumstances, hope to escape 
the resultant evils? We fail to see it. | 

Many European cities, the best governed in the world, have 
today a combination of the commission and legislative plans of 
government, as pointed out in the communication from A, V. Gude, 
one of Atlanta’s leading citizens, published today. Judge W. R. 
Hammond, likewise, sees solution in the commission plan for admin- 
istrative functions with a separate popular body for the work of 
legislation alone. Here are two views in striking similarity to those 
so well presented by Mayor Courtland Winn. 

These are but two of the many to whom the compromise pro- 
posal has strongly appealed, who see in it the best, the most satis- 
factory solution of the problem. When men like Asa G. Candler, 
Joseph A. McCord, Alfred C. Newell, R. M. Walker, Daniel A.

wea! othe wurst JUDGE SPEER REVIEWS HISTORY - 
OF SOUTHERN LUMBER LITIGATION 


Mount Airy, Ga., July 27.—(Special.) 
Judge Emory Speer, in handing down 
his decision in the case of H. H. Tift v. 
the Southern railway, in the interven- 
tion of the Stetson Lumber Company, 
goes into an interesting discussion of 
the lumber rate litigation in this sec- 
tion for some years past. 

in part Judge Speer says: 


This is a very interesting question 
remaining in avery interesting ¢ase. 
A number of years ago the lumber 
business in Georgia was quite pros- 
perous. An exceedingly shrewd com- 
railroad men 
known as the Southeastern 
looked over the 
field in which the lumber men were 
conducting their operations; they saw 
kow prosperous the tatter were; the 
association concluded that they would 
absorb a considerable share of that 
prosperity for themselves and for the 
cor pcrations which they represented. 

Tv use the testimony of one of their 
chief ‘representatives, they thought 
that “lumber could bear it,” and so 
snddenly they raised the freight rates 
cn lumber from the points of manufac- 
lure down here in Georgia, and in 
Simiiar localities, to wWhio river points 
and beyond to the amount of two 
cents per hundred pounds. That does 
not sound very large, but it don’t take 
very much yellow pine lumber to 
make'a hundred pounds, and if one ob- 
serves the heavy lumber trains which 
pass us daliy, and calculates how many 
hundred pounds there are upon each 
freight car, he will see «he potentiality 
of this raise in the price of the trans- 
portation. 

Weis, the shippers soon felt the bur- 
den. hey appealed to the court for 
relief. That relier could then Be 
grantel ly a court which was close to 
the people, but the power to grant such 
relief has now been transferred to a 
court which is closer to the capital, 
vhich will find it very difficult to get 
to any large number of people, and 
more difficult for any large numbers 
of ,eople to get to it. The court grant- 
ed the relief, the freight rate was pro- 
nounced arbitrary, umiawful and un- 
reasonable, and the court was about 
to enjoin the collection of the rate by 
the exercise of the extraordinary pow- 
er which exists in the writ of injunc- 
tion. 

Whereupon, counsel for the railroads 
stipulated in judicio that if the gourt 
would withhold the injunction he 
would guarantee for his clients that 
they would pay back the sum of the 
overcharges resulting from this new 
imposition when the same should be 
ascertained. The court assented to 
that: the case went on; 'the decree of 
this court was affirmed by the circuit 
court of appeals, and by the supreme 
court of the Unjted States, and we are 
now informed py the gifted young 
counse] of the combined railroads that 
more than $1,200,000 has been refund- 
ed as the result of that decree for the

It was also held to be an “unreason- 
able’’ combination in restraint of trade 
and therefore within the present pro- 
visions of the law where the question 
of reasonableness or unreasonableness 
of Such combinations is agitating the 
business world and others. 

Now, it was provided that these 
claims against the railroads for the 
excessive rate were all to be presented 
by _ intervention. By intervention is 
meant a proceeding where one comes 
into court pro inter esse suo, that is, 
in his own behalf, in a suit brought 
by others, and asksthecourt-to ascer- 
t2in and protect his rights and grant 
kim relief. This the Stetson Lumber 
Company has done here. Ail of tne 
evidence was heard before the master, 
and the master reports that the sum 
of $3,000 is due from the defendants in 
the main case to this intervenor. 

Mr. Callaway, for the combined rail- 
roads, excepts to that finding, and in 
sists that Mr. Stetson has bernile: 
these railroads in ether transactions; 
that he has shipped lumber from ti:

Attorney-General Says He Is 
Going After All the Mon- 


opolies. 


Washington, July 27.—The depart- 
ment of justice is planning immediate 
prosecution of all trusts or monopolies 
Which do not dissolve or take other 
steps to okey the Sherman law as it 
has been interpreted in the Standard 
Oil, Tobaccc and Powder Trust cases. 
Attorney General Wickersham is au- 
thority for the statement that all such 
will he brought before the courts as 
soon as proceedings can be instituted. 

T. make the Sherman law effective, 
the department's anti-trust bureau is 
now being worked to its capacity. 
Probably 1,000 complaints of existing 
ronopolies, restraints or illegal agree- 
ments to control the place of commod- 
ities ‘ranging from feather dusters to 
telephones, are now being investigat- 
ed. The secret agents of. the bureau 
have Leen scattered all over the coun- 
try anc in many instances an investi- 
gation of an alleged trust is going 
Omin a dozen states at the same time. 

By this practice, the government ex- 
pects to shorten the period of inves- 
tigution and get prompt action. 

One of the promised results of this 
policy is that the government will 
have in the courts before the end of 
the calendar year probably -a dozen 
anti-trust suits in which the depart- 
ment feels assured of success.

jority of the girls of a certain set (not 
the size on the plan of the community 
at large that a flea is on an elephant 
tusk) have decided to go away to a 
finishing school. 

That means that they have satirred 
up in the maternal hearts of all moth- 
ers who have daughters in that set, 
| the thought of “what is best to do.”’ 
| “Tf want her to have what the others 
‘are having; {t will be best for her to 
come out when ‘they’ do,” “they” rep- 

resenting frequently an output of pro- 

vinclality that threatens the younger 
element of the entire little world of 
‘which they are a part. 

Then is the crisis in the girl's life. 

Decision too many times is made for 
her, not on the line of what she is to 
be trained for in the broad sense, but 
disregarding all perspective, on the 
mere incident of what is being done 
' by a small clique of girls whose idea 
of the world is measured by the dis- 
‘tance probably from East Lake to the 
Driving Club. ? 

Life holds so much that ts beautiful 
and lofty in it, and woman is so great 
a factor today in eivilization, it seems 
a pity that a broader view point does 
not prevail in the matter of training 
just at the time she steps from girl- 
hood tnto that period when the influ- 


ence of womanhood is expected of her.

New York, July 27.—Further revela-

“steel trust.’’

Hanna and Oglebay were. members 
of the syndicate of fifteen men. who 
took over the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company and its vast southern ore 
properties and ran it as an independ- 
ent factor in the steel world until 
the merger of 1907. 

Hanna to Be First Witness. 

Mr. Hanna, who, with Grant B. 
Schley, of the New York brokerage 
firm of Moore & Schley, acteg as syn- 
dicate manager of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Company at the time of its 


absorption, is expected to be the first} 


witness. Both Hanna and Oglebay 
are practical steel men. They will be 
questioned particularly regarding the 
actual value of the property and ore 
holdings. The charge has been made 
that when the United States Steel Cor- 
poration gained control of the southern 
ores, the only great field of non- 
bessemer ore fn this country, it com- 
pleted an actual monopoly of the iron 
ores of the United States.

HEAVY SELLING SENT __ 
STOCK PRICES DOWN 


Consolidated Gas Was Only 
Stock of Prominence to 
Advance. 


New York, July 27.-—After a peace- 
ful morning session, with slightly 
higher prices, the stock market was 
badly upset today by a heavy selling 
movement. Declines were more rapid 
and extensive than had been the case 
in several weeks, ranging from 1 to 
nearly 3 points among the standard 
stocks. The pressure was severe 
enough for a time to give the market 
a feverish appearance, but before the 
end of the day it grew calmer an 
some issues rose fractionally above 
the low point. Net losses were gen- 
eral, Consolidateqg Gas dein almost 
the only stock of any prominence to 
score an advance. 2 

London selling and a continuance 
of yesterday’s bear raid seemed to be 
chiefly responsible for today’s further 
setback, The pressure. from abroad 
was simultaneous with reports of the 
British premier’s speech on the Moroc- 
Can entanglement and was continued 
late enough to indicate that business 
was not suspended in London until 
well into evening. The movement was 
heavier than any previous one during 
the present period of uneasiness over 
the Moroccan situation. Estimates of 
the selling for London account ran 
from 60,000 to 76,000 shares. 

The increased uneasiness abroad in- 
dicated by the heavy foreign selling 
afforded an opportunity which was 
put to effective use by the bear 
party, whose activities during the 
present week have been conspicuous. 
Its attack was centereq on the lead- 
ing railroad shares, which gave way 
quickly. Canadian Pacific, which fell 
back nearly 3 points, was the heaviest 
loser among the standard issues, al- 
though the Harriman stocks declined 
nearly as much. While the losses were 
most general among the railroad 
Stocks, a number of industrials, in- 
cluding United States Steel, Westing- 
house Electric, American Beet Sugar, 
International Harvester and _  Inter- 
borough Metropolitan preferred, were 
distinctly heavy.

BLACK RUST SCARE 
MADE WHEAT ADVANCE 


Market Closed at Net Gain of 
Three-Eighths to Three- 


Quarters---Co mn Higher. 


Chicago, July 27.—<An invasion of the 
northwest tetfritory by the black rust 
had the attention of the wheat trade 
this afternoon. Largely as a result the 
market closed at a net gain of % to 
5@%. Other cereals, too, showed an 
advance over jast night, corn % to %<c, 
and oats %@% to 1@i*c. In pro- 
visions the outcome varied from un- 
changed figures to a rise of 12%c. 
Wheat emerged from an easy posi- 
tion early to a strong one at the wind- 
up. <A decline during the first part 
of the day was the consequence of 
news about Morocco being less war- 
like, and of prospects that world ship- 
ments would prove large. Selling, 
kowever, was overdone. The  séa- 
board kept constantly reporting ocean 
freight room engaged, and there were 
vessel charters here at rates which 
indicated a tendency to harden. Fur- 
thermore, receipts in the southwest 
had fallen off materially and, the first 
timé, of late, the shipments from Chi- 
cago were in excess of the arrivals. 
It was renewed uneasiness about black 
rust, though, which turned sentiment 
fairly to the bull side, especially the 
idea that the plague was menacing 
again both sides of the Canadian line.

itself will not cause a serious delay 
in adjournment. If the senate should 
take up the cotton bill and other 
schedules, however, there is a proba- 
bility of indefinite prolongation. The 
insurgent senators declare they are 
anxious to remain in Washington: “all 
summer” to enact tariff legislation. 

The bill, as passed by the senate to- 
day, was drawn by Senator La Follette 
and was a compromise between the 
Underwood bill, which passed the dem- 
Ocratic house, and the original La Fol- 
lette bill, both of which were forced 
out of the way by decisive votes be- 
fore the new measure was adopted.
